To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Lollingbourn.  Rural  District  Council. 
Gentlemen, 

I present  to  you  ay  report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Condition 
of  the  Eollingbourn  Rural  District , for  the  year  1941, 

By  instruction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  in  order  that  labour 
and  material  may  be  conserved  for  the  urgent  needs  of  the  war  effort, 
reports  have  to  be  reduced  in  size  as  far  as  possible,  routine  matter# 
end  those  which  have  been  dealt  with  in  former  reports  being  omitted  and 
only  new  developments  and  Items  of  fresh  interest  being  recorded  in  any 
detail.  The  tablet  and  statistic©  which  were  given  in  the  fuller  report f 
of  pre-war  days  have  been  prepared  and  are  filed  for  reeord  and  reference 
while  those  which  give  essential  information  of  the  work  of  the  Health 
Department  are  included  here. 

The  work  of  the  Health  Department  has  been  carried  on  with  much 
difficulty  and  as  you  know  well,  a vast  amount  of  additional  work  haa 
been  laid  on  your  Officers.  The  3pete  of  circulars  and  instructions  haa 
shown  no  sign  of  abating,  and  every  fresh  instruction  or  cull  for 
Ufermatlon  haa  meant  udaitlon&l  work  for  the  staffs  of  Local  Authorities. 

This  report  is  not  c^uite  so  late  in  appearing  as  was  the  report  for 
1940  and  I venture  the  opinion  that  it  shows  a creditable  record  of  work 
done  in  spite  of  the  difficulties  inseparable  from  the  fact  that  we  are 
still  at  war.

SECTION  B. 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area. 

The  arrangements  have  remained  as  set  out  in  previous  reports,  the 
clinics  and  treatment  centres  and  the  laboratory  facilities  being  provided 
by  the  Kent  County  Health  Department.  The  noteworthy  advance  in  the 
year  has  been  the  prosecution  of  the  campaign  for  immunisation  against 
diphtheria,  which  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Rural  District  Council. 
This  has  been  pursued  with  considerable  success  and  a large  number  of 
the  children  have  already  been  protected  and  the  help  and  co-operation 
which  I have  hud  from  the  school-teachers,  medical  practitioners  and 
nurses  in  the  Rural  District  has  been  of  the  greatest  value  and  will 
secure  that  this  immunisation  will  be  extended  throughout  the  area. 

SECTION  C. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water,  The  results  of  examination  of  samples  from  the  Water  Companies* 
supplies  and  from  springs,  tanks,  streams  and  wells  in  the  district, 
have  demonstrated  that,  while  the  eublic  supplies  are  excellent  both 
chemically  and  bacteriologically , the  other  sources  are  only  rarely 
above  suspicion.  Extension  of  the  public  supplies  to  many  parts  of  the 
Rural  District  is  very  desirable,  but  this  is  one  of  the  advances  which 
will  have  to  wait  until  the  war  is  finished,  when  I trust  that  it  will 
not  be  further  delayed,  but  no  extensions  have  been  possible  in  the 
past  year. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  There  have  been  no  extensions  of  the  sewers 
during  the  year  and  the  problem  of  the  large  number  of  cess-pits  and 
the  emptying  of  these  is  still  a difficulty. 


Rivers  and  Streams.  No  action  to  prevent  pollution  was  taken  during  the 
year.

For  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1941. 


HOUSING.  - House-building  and  reconditioning  of  cottages  under  the 
Housing  ^cts,  as  well  as  building  by  private  enterprise,  have  remained 
in  suspense  owing  to  the  war.  Slight  overcrowding  brought  about  by 
refugees  from  dangerous  and  bombed  areas  has  continued.  War  damage  in 
the  Hollingbourn  Ruial  District  has  been  less  than  in  1940,  and  was 
mostly  sustained  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  year;  77  dwellings  and  10 
other  buildings  were  damaged,  and  of  the  dwellings  thus  damaged  only  1 
was  totally  destroyed,  none  of  the  remainder  being  incapable  of  repeir. 

COWSHEDS  .kND  DAIRIES.  - In  the  course  of  the  year,  9 premises  have 
been  registered  as  dairies  and  19  persons  as  dairymen,  including  8 who 
retail  in  the  Hollingbourn  District  from  premises  in  other  Authorities* 
areas.  The  total  number  of  registered  milk-traders  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  after  eliminating  those  who  have  gone  out  of  business,  is  161.  Of 
these,  5 are  licensed  by  the  County  Council  to  produce  Tuberculin- 
tested  Milk,  and  16  to  produce  Accredited  Milk.  Samples  of  specially 
designated  milk  taken  at  farms  during  the  year  number  103,  being  22  from 
T.T.  and  81  from  Accredited  herds.  Fifteen  samples  of  mixed  milk  were 
also  taken  for  examination  for  tubercle  infection. 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  in  the  production  of  milk  continues  to  be 
satisfactory ; and  where  producers  have  sought  to  make  labour- shortage  an 
excuse  for  neglect,  informal  action  has  in  most  cases  succeeded  in 
maintaining  hygienic  conditional 

MEAT  INSPECTION.  - Under  emergency  food-control  regulations, 
slaughtering  for  the  District  has  continued  to  be  centrslixad  in  the 
Borough  of  Maidstone,  and  local  slaughterhouses  have  suspended 
operation,  with  the  exception  of  the  Bacon  Factory  at  Lenham,  Carcases 
inspected  and  condemned  are  ebown  in  the  following  table:*-

It  will  be  noted  that  of  the  number  of  pigs  slaughtered  the  number 
inspected  is  only  0*77  per  cent,  and  of  these  89*6  per  cent  were  diseased, 
either  wholly  or  in  some  part  or  organ.  With  the  limited  staff  available, 
it  is  impossible  to  inspect  every  pig  slaughtered,  and  the  arrangement 
come  to  with  the  management  of  the  Bacon  Factory,  whereby  the  Sanitary 
Department  is  notified  whenever  any  unusual  condition  is  observed,  has 
been  continu  In  view  of  the  trust  thus  imposed  upon  the  slaughterman, 
however,  this,  a-  nnot  be  regarded  as  wholly  satisfactory. 
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In  addition  to  the  meat  shown  in  the  table  above,  the  following 
were  found  t be  unfit  for  human  consumption: -

At  the  R.A.S.C.  Supply  Depot  at  Dickley  Wood,  Harrietshem,  the 
help  of  the  Council’s  Sanitary  Department  wasaolicited  on  several 
occasions  when  tinned  meat  and  evapoisted  milk  were  inspected.  In  the 
course  of  the  year  119  tins  of  pressed  beef,  weighing  5 owt,  3 qtr.  1 lb. 
net,  and  130  tins  of fUll-cream  evaporated  milk,  weighing  1 cwt.  Oqtr. 

7 lb.  2 oz.  net,  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption.  These 
figures  have  not  been  included  in  the  weights  of  surrendered  meat  given 
above. 


HOP-PICKERS’  ENCAMPMENTS . - Forty-five  visits  were  paid  to  these 
encampments  in  1941,  one  camp  being  discontinued  and  24  out  of  the 
remaining  25  camps  being  occupied.  None  of  the  camps  was  full,  and 
the  season  passed  without  unusual  incident. 

SEWERAGE  .aND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL.  - There  were  no  extensions  of  sewers 
during  the  year. 

NEW  BUILDINGS.  - Fourteen  plans  of  buildings,  alterations  and 
additions  were  submitted  during  the  year.  Of  these,  11  were  approved 
unconditionally,  end  3 approved  conditionally  as  referring  to  buildings 
of  a temporary  nature. 

WATER  SUPPLY.  - Ninety-five  bacteriological  samples  of  water  and 
1 chemical  sample  were  taken  by  the  Sanitary  Department  during  the  year, 
and  the  following  table  shows  the  results  obtained.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

Milk  Supply.  400  inspections  of  cowsheds  and  dairies  have  been  made. 
Samples  or  milk  for  examination  under  the  Special  Designations  Orders  are 
taken  by  your  Officers  for  the  Kent  County  Council  and  examined  at  the 
County  Laboratory. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods.  Inspections  have  been  made  as  far  as  eould  be  done 
wii't  the  small  staYf  available  for  this  work,  but  it  is  not  possible  to 
inspect  more  than  a small  proportion  of  the  animals  killed  for  human 
consumption.  Details  of  the  amount  of  meat  found  to  be  unfit  on  account 
of  (a)  tuberculosis, and  (b)  other  diseases,  are  to  be  found  in  the  report 
of  the  Sanitary  Inspector.

SECTION  F. 


Prevalence  of  and  Control  Over,  Infectious  Disease. 


The  arrangements  for  the  hospital  treatment  of  cases  of  infectious 
disease  have  remained  as  described  in  previous  reports,  but  as  the 
Council  knows,  I cannot  regard  the  situation  as  satisfactory.  The 
arrangement  with  the  Maidstone  Rural  District  Council  for  the  admission 
of  cases  to  the  hospital  at  Loose  only  covers  diphtheria  and  scarlet 
fever  and  for  other  diseases  such  as  cerebro-spinal  fever  or  polio- 
myelitis,  we  are  dependent  on  the  goodwill  of  other  authorities  and 
admission  of  such  cases  has  only  been  arranged  after  much  delay  and  by 
appeals  for  help  in  finding  the  needful  beds.  The  possibility  of  having 
to  open  the  small-pox  hospital  at  harpswood  is  a constant  anxiety,  for 
the  staffing  of  this  hospital  in  the  present  shortage  of  nurses  would  not 
be  an  easy  problem  end  I trust  that  measures  to  ensure  that  hospital  beds 
for  smallpox  will  be  available  will  be  made  the  subject  of  concerted 
action  by  the  Local  authorities  in  the  County.
